I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  report  of  the  Public  Health  Sjrvic^s 
for  the  Year,  l9"^2o 

The^ population  increased  by  70  persons  (0.6^).  The  birthrate  showed 
a  very  slight  Increase  over  1971,  and  was  aJ-most  identical  with  the  national 
average.  The  death  rate  remained  favourable,  and  the  natural  increase 
(the  excess  of  bj.rths  over  deaths)  was  3. 

There  were^ 5^ deaths  irom  lung  cancer,  and  all  forms  of  cancer 
accounted  for  Zlo3%  ol  the  deachSo  24c9%  of  deaths  were  from  vascular 
diseases,  including  coronary  thrombosis  and  strokes.  71.0^  of  all 
deaths  occurred  ever  the  age  of  c5  years,  and  51.9%  of  all  the  deaths 
were  over  the  age^ of  75  years.  However,  there  were  5  deaths  of  children 
in  the  age  1  ”  i4-  years,  and  4  deaths  from  motor  vehicle  accidents 

\,3  of  their:  in  the  age  group  5  «  24  years). 

There  were  on^y  18  noti.fi cations  of  infectious  diseases,  including, 
one  case  of  respiratory  tuberculcsis ,  during  the  year.

This  Act,  which  has  now  been  in  force  for  seven  years,  is  designed 
to  provide  protection  to  employees  in  their  place  of  worko  The  provisions 
of  this  Act  include  control  of  temperature,  lighting  and  cleanliness  of 
premises;  guarding  of  dangerous  machinery  i,eo  food  slicers;  prevention 
of  over-crowding  and  a  statutory  reporting  system  for  accidents,, 

All  shops  in  the  Council's  area  to  which  the  Act  applies  are 
registered,  and  have  received  at  least  one  general  inspection,  which  has 
revealed  that  most  premises  comply  with  the  Act  though  minor  infringements 
such  as  failing  to  provide  a  thermometer  or  an  abstract  of  the  Act  do  occur.
